lt was a real vocations weekend, it was!

LAST WEEKEND we celebrated the con- 
tinuing call to the priesthood. It was Vocations 
Sunday. As if to emphasize our dependence on 
the flow of priests, ceremonies at each end of the 
diocese related to vocations. 


The weekend began with the installation of the 
diocese’s second prothonotary apostolic with 
mitre, gloves and ring indicating how close to 
full bishop is this rank. At his parish church of 
the Sacred Heart in Ocean Beach, Msgr. Ken- 
neth Stack was so dubbed by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 


Saturday saw the initiation into the priesthood 


— into the ‘‘clerical state’”’ as the official rite is 
named — of 14 young men for our diocese from 
St. Francis Seminary.

THEY WERE called, literally, from their 
places in pews with families and friends, to the 
sanctuary of the Immaculata. There Bishop 
Maher clipped the cruciform five pieces of hair 
for tonsure and officially brought them into the 
first state of the vocation to God’s fulltime 
service. 


This was no mere formality, this tonsure. In 
these days of hair somewhat on the long side, the 
five clipped spots left some noticeable gaps. 

It was a ceremony new to most laymen, for 
only in recent years has this been public. Now it 
could be seen that the seminarians left their 
families in apostolic tradition at the call to the 
priesthood. 

ON SUNDAY THE permanent deacon can- 
didates of the diocese and their wives met in St. 
Joseph’s, Upland, for a day of recollection. They 
learned the good news that two of their number 
— Frank DeMoor of St. Sophia’s, Spring Valley, 
and John Spillane of St. Michael’s, Poway — will 
soon be given their final test before ordination. 

They will be the first deacons from the San 
Diego diocese training program, now ending its 
second year. 

Related to vocations, and only a few days 
previously, there had been the Serra Club’s Altar 
Boy and High School lay lecturer contest at the 
Apostolic Center in Aleala Park. The boys were 
joined by seminarians for a concelebrated Mass 
offered in bright sunshine by priests in vocations 
and seminary work. ‘ 


“ON THE HEAD of this priest and champion, 
Lord, we put the helmet of defense and 
salvation,’’ said Bishop Maher as he placed the 
mitre on Msgr. Stack’s head last Friday. 

Father Joseph Cusack, from the Catholic 
Church Extension Society paid tribute to Msgr. 
Stack’s 21 years with extension, literally pro- 
moting the work of the Church in its internal 
missionary activities in the United States. 


IN THE VARIED and long service career of 
Msgr. Stack, in the youthful promise of the 
seminarians, and in the growing community of 
married deacons, the diocese of San Diego last 
weekend saw more men say ‘“‘Amen’’ to the call 
to service.

Prop. 9: ruin both ways 


We seem to be facing the position over our 
California environment that we are damned if we do 
and damned if we don’t. The question is whether to 
vote for or against Proposition 9 on the June 6 ballot. 


We need something like Proposition 9 to bring us to 
our senses. But the drastic measures incorporated in 
the proposition are comparable to decapitation as a 
cure for baldness, blindness and deafness. 


The truth of the matter — if we can believe the 
ecologists — is that unless we take draconian 
measures to counteract the extravagant waste and 
despoilation of our natural resources there will be no 
future for life here within a few decades. 


Anyone who has watched the smog pall gradually 
envelope much of this diocese within the past decade 
has visible proof of how fast we are ruining our own 
environment. Maybe Proposition 9 is somewhat ex- 
treme, but the alternatives are also extreme. 


Decapitation may not be the answer — but by 
leaving things as they are we are simply cutting off 
our nose to spite our face, if it isn’t carrying the 
analogy too far. 


Better late than never 


The ecology-minded among us — and that should 
include all — are concerned with pollution, while the 
U.S. Secretary of the Interior is worried about a fuel 
crisis. They are related causes. The worst single 
enemy of Southern California’s health is the 
automobile. Yet for at least three decades Detroit has 
ignored a simple auto engine which could have saved 
much of today’s ecological problems — and those fuel 
resources at the same time. 


If, instead of being wedded to massive gas- 
consuming, multi-horsepowered V-8 engines, United 
States auto manufacturers had adopted the Wankel 
design when it was first uncovered about 30 years ago, 
our skies would now be clearer, our fuel resources less 
meager and our pockets not so empty. Now GM has 
“discovered”’ the Wankel and paid $15 million for a 
license to build it, with an investment of twice that 
much to develop it. The other giants are following suit. 


It took German and Japanese use of the engine to 
bring it here and show Detroit not only a revolutionary 
design that worked, but a fuel saver and potential 
smog-eradicator.

What, no priest? 


We become so accustomed to having a priest 
available whenever we need one that we 
cannot conceive of being without. 

In this diocese we are served by some 500 priests 
and we have a healthy number of seminarians 
coming along. Last week we saw 14 men 
initiated into the priesthood — one of the 
largest classes to come through our St. 
Francis seminary in recent years. 

In this diocese, too,-we have a permanent 
diaconate program, one of the first in the 
nation, where married men are ordained to the 
ministry. 

Two permanent deacons are already in the 
diocese and ten more men.are under training, 
to be ordained within a year or two. 

So this diocese, through enlightened leadership 
and invigorated priesthood, looks to the future 
of the ministry with some confidence. We 
cannot presume that there will always be 
enough priests to go round so easily as at 
present. Expansion of needs and contraction of 
supply may have their effects in years to 
come. 

Meanwhile we can count our bessings and pray 
diligently for further vocations. Because, 
without priests there is no Church.

The Acts of the Apostles describes the mission of the 
Twelve as witnessing to the risen Christ. But each Christian 
can testify to the resurrection. The priest, however, has been 
endowed with.power to witness in a special way to the 
justifying resurrection of Christ, through the Mass and 
Confession: ‘‘This is my body, which is for you; do this as a 
memorial of me.”’ (1 Corinthians 11:25) 

The Epistle to the Hebrews further explains the mission of 
the priest: ‘“‘Every high priest has been taken out of mankind 
and is appointed to act for men in their relations with God, to 
offer gifts and sacrifices for sins.” (5:1+) Jesus extended 
this power still further when he announced: ‘For those 
whose sins you forgive, they are forgiven; for those whose 
sins you retain, they are retained.”’ (John 20:22+) 

Yet these ritual signs of Christ’s presence demand faith; 
therefore, Paul points out another task given especially to the 
ordained: ‘‘But they will not ask his help unless they believe 
in him, and they will not believe in him unless they have 
heard of him, and they will not hear of him unless they get a 
preacher, and they will never have a preacher unless one is 
sent.’’ (Romans 10:14) 

This is the way it was with Paul and Barnabas: ‘‘After 
fasting and prayer they laid their hands on them and sent 
them off.’’ (Acts 13:3) Peter considered this commission of 
top priority: ‘It would not be right for us to neglect the word 
of God so as to give out food; you, brothers, must select from 
among yourselves seven men of good reputation...we will 
hand over this duty to them, and continue to devote ourselves 
to prayer and to the service of the word.”’ (Acts 6:2+ ) 

This service of the word also made the saving power of 
Christ present: ‘‘They were convinced by his arguments, and 
they accepted what he said and were baptized.”’ (Acts 2:40) 
Maybe we should be more selective about what we ask of our 
priests?

Evil is as evil does 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking... 
about exorcism and possession, of 
angels and demons and the very real 
presence of evil in the world. 

We had been reading a book on 
demonaic possession in which one of 
the characters says: ‘‘As far as God 
goes, I’m an unbeliever . . . He never 
talks . . . . But the devil keeps ad- 
vertising. The devil does a lot of 
commercials.”’ 

We cannot argue with the presence of 
evil, our daily newspapers build their 
circulation on its manifestations. But 
what of the presence of good? 

WHAT OF ALL the demonstrations 
of love we take for granted every 
second of our days? A mother’s tender 
concern for her child, a friend’s pre- 
occupation with another’s worry. 

The little courtesy, the smile of a 
stranger, the warm acceptance of one 
who loves us. Food put out for some 
errant sparrow or straying pet. 


All about us are signs of goodness, 
gestures of love. So many of them we 
take for granted, forgetting what they 
are, and we become oppressed by evil 
around us. 

Why is it that one person can look at 
the world in perspective — as much as 
is possible — and feel himself crushed 
and destroyed by so much hatred and 
inhumanity, while another may be 
exalted and inspired by so much love 
and honest endeavor? 

ARE WE SO acutely aware of all that 
is wrong in the world because of our 
intrinsic goodness and realization that 
the evil we see is contrary to our 
nature? Or do we recognize it more 
clearly from its mainfestations in our 
own intimate being? 

If we are capable, and we are, of 
denying the impulse to good within us 
which we call grace, we also ha\ 2 the 
capacity to refuse the urgings to evil. 
In the long run, the imperative is ours. 

Our attitudes to life are as unrealistic 
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as those of indulged children. We want 
the world to be beautiful and good 
without any effort on our own part. Let 
there be light, but don’t ask us to light a 
candle in the darkness. 

WHY DOES GOD allow suffering and 
pain? Why does he allow death and 
injustice? The questions recur over and 
over again. 

We are making a mess of the world 
and ourselves — why doesn’t God stop 
it? I suppose man has never grasped, 
or will not grasp the truth of his 
essential being. 

Man is made in the image of God. He 
is autonomous in that the choice is 
always his own. God does not coerce 
nor impose His Will. He does not 
“allow” evil. It exists because we 
choose it and He will not violate our 
free will. 

IF WE ARE encompassed by evil, 
every selfish act, every denial of love, 
every rejection or abuse of another 
which we have perpetrated has willed 
it there. If there is hatred it is because 
in greater or lesser degree, we hate. If 
there is a lack of love it is because we 
do not love enough. 


God will not countenance evil. I 
believe that in devious ways he will 
bring it, in the end, to serve His Will. 
He brings all things to good, because 
that is his nature. 


We place the burden on him and give 
the devil a holiday! By our own nature, 
we cannot escape 
volvement in the world. When we 
overcome evil in ourselves, we lessen 
its presence in the world.

Talking Point 


For Catholic schools - President Nixon” 


IF PUBLIC EDUCATION in America faces a 
severe testing time, nonpublic education con- 
fronts what can only be described as a crisis of the 
first magnitude. 


Taken together, the nonpublic schools in this 
country educate 5,200,000 children. That is more 
than the public school system of the whole State of 
California. That is more than the public school 
system of the whole State of New York. Eighty- 
three percent of those children are in Catholic 
schools. 


But while that is a very significant number, 
5,200,000, the rise in nonpublic school enrollment 
has crested. In the past nine years, the Catholic 
schools alone have lost almost a million pupils. 
Every day — and this is something that Cardinal 
Krol told me — every day at least one, and 
sometimes two of our parochial schools are forced 
to close their doors forever. 


IT WOULD BE misleading to suggest that - 


Catholic education and nonpublic schools in 
general are about to disappear altogether because 
of that fact. But at the same time, it would be 
irresponsible to pretend that all is well, because it 
is not. 


The disappearance of all nonpublic schools in 
this country would saddle the American taxpayer 
with an additional $3 billion annually in school 
operating costs, plus as much as $10 billion in new 
school construction. Seventy percent of that 
burden would fall upon seven States: California, 
New York, Illinois, Ohio, New Jersey, Michigan, 
and Pennsylvania. 


And the impact would fall most heavily upon our 
central cities, where in some cases aS many as 
one-third of all children attend nonpublic schools, 
and where many public school systems are on the 
verge of bankruptcy today. 


IN PHILADELPHIA, for example, collapse of 
the nonpublic schools would force 146,000 students 
into the public schools; in Chicago the figure 
would be over 200,000; in New York City, over 
300,000. In short, if the nonpublic schools were 
ever permitted to go under in the major cities in 
America, many public schools might very well go 
under with them, because they simply couldn’t 
undertake the burden. 


The fiscal catastrophe, however, would be far 
from the only consequence. For many Americans, 
allegiance to their nonpublic community schools 
is their strongest and sometimes, perhaps, their 
only single tie to city life. 


At a time when many other urban institutions 
have been crumbling or leaving the city, Catholic 
education has courageously stood its ground, 
continuing the effort to maintain good schools in

CARDINAL Suenens pointed out to us in his 
speech of March 9 that the change we are wit- 
nessing in the Church today in no way dishonors or 
detracts from our past traditions. ‘“‘The whole of 

_this past should be our inspiration ... and wisdom 
to discriminate what is non-essential from what is 
essential.’’ 


His speech directed us to keep a climate of 
peaceful objectivity and quiet patience in the work 
of finding a positive way of change. 


No one argues the point that the Catholic schools 
in America were vital to educate the newly im- 
migrated Catholic Irish, Italian, Polish, etc. so 
that they could take their rightful places in the 
mainstream of a then anti-Catholic America. 
These schools were quite successful and of real 
honor to our Church. 


HOWEVER, 150 years have passed, and the 
needs of every generation change. It is to the 
present and future that we must now address 
ourselves. Anti-Catholicism is no longer our basic 
problem — but apathy and decay from within. 


The true crux of the matter is that our very faith 
is endangered. Our society is largely an urban 
society — very transient — highly impersonal. 
Our Church must be redirected to form once again 
the “‘warm Christian fellowship” so characteristic 
of the parishes of our past agrarian society. The

In every diocesan 
chancery, its school department enjoys primacy 
of status. Yet neither school nor Church has any 
hope of lasting without the parish, the total of our 
people. 

The modern parish is so school centered as to 
subordinate all other ends — worship, social 
apostolates on behalf of the aged and poor, 
everything. The school becomes the very reason 
for being. 


EVEN JOHN DEEDY, the managing editor of 
Commonweal who testified in Congress for aid 
to parochial schools, has reversed his stand: “‘It is 
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these poor and racially isolated communities 
which need them most. 


THESE ARE schools that now constitute 
beacons of hope in many neighborhoods where 
hope is pretty hard to come by. That is one reason 
why I believe that the future of nonpublic 
education cannot be divorced from the future of 
the American city. 

I am irrevocably committed to these 
propositions: America needs her nonpublic 
schools. Those nonpublic schools need help. 
Therefore, we must and will find ways to provide 
that help. 

Yet, at the same time, I shall not make promises 
to you which cannot be kept nor raise hopes which 
will later be disappointed. You are all aware of the 
grave constitutional questions which have risen in 
the past, each time the states or the federal 
government has undertaken to provide aid to 
nonpublic schools.

An oft-cited example: is 
that of Limbo, the abode of 
unbaptized babies who die. 
Actually, Limbo is simply a 
theory (the Church has 
never defined the question) 
that unfortunately creeps 
into catechisms as 
“dogmatic fact.’ 


So perhaps our problem is 
not so much theological.as it 
is psychological. 

From our earliest days we 


_were taught that the Church - 


never changes and that 


(implicitly, anyway) the. 


Please! 


Church has all the answers. 


And when we are told that 
we are a ‘‘prilgrim Church’’ 


and when we see 
“‘traditional’’ teachings 
being questioned, the 


psychological impact can be 
shattering. Perhaps it is 
time to return to where we 
belong: the Gospels! 


Question: 
Why are non-Catholics 
or fallen away 
Catholics sometimes 
allowed to receive 


Holy Communion at 
the Nuptial Mass when 
they are members of 
the wedding party? 


Methinks our questioner is 
about to organize a cam- 
paign for righteousness and 
strictness in the Church! 
But, anyway: 


In the case of the ‘“‘fallen 
away”’ Catholic, the 
bystander must be most 


‘ cautious (and reluctant) 


about making a judgment 
about the communicant’s 
standing in the Church. 


For this is a matter. of 
conscience between that 
person and his confessor, 
probably involving 


cir- 4 


cumstances unknown to, and 
none of the business of, other 
people. 

With 


regard to non- 


Catholics receiving Com- 


munion, the general rule is 
that they may not (although, 
you will recall, several years 
ago Pope Paul allowed a 
Lutheran bride to com- 
municate). 

So it is not left up to the 
whim or zeal of the in- 
dividual priest to waive a 
general ruling. Responsible 
ecumenists (both Catholics 
and Protestants) are totally 
opposed to a ‘‘Come one, 
come all!” attitude toward 
inter-communion.

Bills call for more liberal state abortion law 


SACRAMENTO — A number of bills to 
liberalize California’s already liberal 
abortion law have been introduced in the 
state legislature. 

Most are sponsored. by Sen. Anthony C. 
Beilenson of Los Angeles, chairman of the 
Senate Health and Welfare Committee and 
long a champion of easy abortions. 

The Beilenson bills include: 

SB 283 — Requires coverage of abortion 
and sterilization in hospital and health in- 
surance plans. 

SB 284 — Requires hospitals with 
maternity services to give maternity 
patients a listing of family planning services 
in' county. 

SB 997 — Bans use of information 
regarding abortion gathered by state health 
department for any purpose other than to 
determine demographic effects of abor- 
tions. 


SB 433 — Permits “sexually active” 
minors to be fitted with contraceptives by 
physicians without parents’ consent. 

SB 567 — Permits sale of contraceptives 


by stores other than pharmacies and in’ 


vending machines. 

A bill sponsored by Assemblywoman 
Yvonne Brathwaite of Los Angeles, AB 
1004, would allow for abortions for prison- 
ers. 

Bills tightening abortion procedures also 
have been introduced. These include: 


AB 1549 — Spells out a more detailed 
procedure for abortions to protect mother’s 
physical and mental health. (By Assem- 
blyman Robert Burke of Huntington 
Beach. ), 


AB 1718 — Permits abortion only to save 
mother’s life, instead of to safeguard 
mother’s physical or mental health as now. 
(By Floyd Wakefield of Downey.)
